Conservation of Our 


Land Resources 


by H. H. Kildee, Dean of Agriculture 


Iowa State College 


During recent years we have become increasingly 
conscious of the importance of conserving our land 
resources. Accordingly, we have initiated conserva- 
tion programs and practices which are sound and 
logical. Such action was and is urgently needed not 
alone for the current generation, but as an obligation 
to generations yet unborn. As one result of the pro- 
grams adopted, much land (which because of its 
character and slope was being destroyed by erosion) 
has been turned back to grass. Thus, expanding liv«>- 
stock production has become an increasingly impor- 
tant part of the program of conserving our natural 
resources. 


Continual sale of crops off a farm or ranch results 


in serious loss of plant food. But the maintenance of 
plant food elements in the soil is urgently needed if 
our crop land is to continue to provide adequate 
quantities of human food. Livestock farming is help- 
ing accomplish this. For when land is used for graz- 
ing, rather than for crops, soil erosion rouses and the 
unnecessary loss of plant foods is checked.

The side of the steel picture 


which is most frequently present- 
ed to the public us concerned with 
shortages.

Farming is a line example. Not 


so long ago the horse and wagon 
were agriculture's main motive 
power.

basis of present day agricultural 
techniques.

Barney, himself, although he is 
not identified as a party member, 
nevertheless has been so seriously 
implicated in th> works and af-

He became, in time, an m- 
law and political and social pa- 
tron of a rising- young gunman 
named Little Augie Carfano. alias 
Pisano, who was to become noto- 
rious and a partner of the un-< 
speakable Scalise, in union rackets 
in New York and Chicago. 


Di 
Salvio 
alias 
Kelly, 
was 


last arrested seven or o:ght years 
ago on a routine charge of theft 
and was arraigned before Magis- 
trate Aurelio. who treated him 
\vith the distinguished considera- 
tion due his political rank. 
In due 


course, then, Kelly placed in nom- 
ination the name oof Aurelio for 
the New York supreme court and 
Frank Hogan, the district attor- 
ney, 
thereupon disclosed that Au- 


relio was a social and political con- 
fidant and colleague of Frank Cos- 
tello, the most notorious gangster 
of them all at this point, and the 
successor to the eminence of Al 
Capone. 
Costello, like Kelly and 


Aurelio, is of less desirable Ital- 
ian stripe and they three had a 
sanguinary

Decisive Turn Due Soon 


On Future of Split 


Far East Nation

Sometime, 
somewhere, 
there 


•nust be a showdown between the 
Mg democratic majority of the 
Jnited Nations and the Red mi- 
lority comprising Russia and her 
satellites, who thus far have ham- 
strung the peace organization— 
and Korea may well furnish an 
early important (if not definitive) 
test. 


The position leading up to the 


present disorders in southern Ko- 
rea is this: At the end of the late 
war the hernut king-dom, as Korea 
was called, was occupied by Rus- 
sian troops in the northern halt 
and by Americans in the south. It 
ivas understood that the aim should 
be to consolidate the two areas 
and hold free elections 
for es- 


tablishment of an independent Ko- 
rean government. 


Instead of pursuing this policy, 


Russia sealed off the north from 
the south completely and commu- 
mzed the Soviet section. 
At the 


same time Red agents made an in- 
tensive drive to organize Commu- 
nist cells in the south and have 
done their best to create unrest 
among the people. 


Strategic Point in Far East 
Korea, being a mighty atom 


strategically from the military 
standpoint, Is a pivotal point for 
peace in the Far East. What more 
natural, then, that the UN general 
assembly finally should send a 
commission to Korea with instruc- 
tions to hold elections throughout 
the country—meaning both south 
ajid north. 
The 
Soviet Ukraine I 


declined a place on the cornmis- 
eion. 


Well, of course the Russians 


have refused to permit this com- 
mission even to enter 
northern 


Korea. Not only that, but a wave 
of sabotage and bloody political 
disturbances, aimed at hampering 
the commission, has swept the 


United States zone, and American 
sources attribute this trouble to 
leftists. 


The commission now has report- 


ed Us failure to the UN little as- 
sembly (which sits when the gen 
eral assembly isn't in session) and 
has settled back to await the de- 
cision. So now the big speculation 
is what line the little assembly 
will take. 


Won't Abandon Country 


An American spokesman at Lake 


Success was quick to express the 
view that the correct procedure 
would be to instruct the commis- 
sion to carry on, that is, to estab- 
lish a government in southern Ko- 
rea with the idea that the north 
should be brought in as soon as 
possible. That sounds like horse- 
sense and also breathe! the urgen- 
cy and determination with which 
Secretary of State Marshall him- 
self advocated the creation of the 
commission by the general assem- 
bly. . 


The old adage that half a loaf 


is better than none is particularly 
apt as applied to Korea. 
For 


America to abandon the southern 
Koreans and let the Bolshevists 
take them over not only would 
outrage justice but would place in 
Russia's hands a powerful weapon 
for military operations. 
It was 


Russian influence in Korea back 
in 1904 which was the main im- 
mediate cause of the Russo-Japan- 
ese war, for Nippon maintained 
that Korea was a "dagger point 
at her heart." 


Adjoins So\^iet Siberia 


So if the American spokesman 


at Lake Success is a good prophet, 
southern Korea will be protected 
until its people can establish their 
own government. 
Probably 
the 


protection will be extended beyond 
that, because it's highly improb- 
able that the Koreans would want 
to be left to the mercy of the So- 
viet forces who already have to 
all intents annexed northern Ko- 
rea to the Soviet Union. 
Apropos 


of this it should be noted that 
northern Korea adjoins Soviet Si- 
beria not far from the great Rus- 
sian naval port of Vladivostok. 


With the half loaf the UN will 


have to be contented until such 
time as Russia has a change of 
heart. The peace organization will 
at least have done all possible to 
implement the vast majority of 
world 
opinion 
in these trying 


times.

Were They Practical? 


HJS ideal is the medieval univer- 


sity at which students pored over 
metaphysics 
and 
philosophical 


classics, thereby, Hutchins holds, 
learning to think so that they 
could discover the truth for them- 
selves. 
This system, of course, 


created its share of wandering in- 
tellectual bums just as amateur 
tennis today has produced a num- 
ber of traveling athletic tramps. 


These unemployed career high- 


brows could argue learnedly on 
how many angels could sit on the 
point of a needle—a hot argument 
in those days—but they weren't 
much help when somebody had to 
get in the hay harvest from the 
fields. 


Aa a graduate of a state univer- 


sity which had its share of "foot- 


ball, fraternities and fun," I find 
it difficult to understand the learn- 
ed doctor's abhorrence of this hap- 
py trinity of American education. 


Plato Wa-. Wwtler 


Plato, one of the intellectual 


rockets of history, was an able 
wrestler. 
Most of the 
football 


players 1 knew did better than fail- 
in their studies, and their only 
complaint was they weren't being 
paid enough tor the labors in the 
stadium—which was true at that 
time.

In opening- his talk, Farlow stat- 


•d that in his 
numerous

.hrough Lee county, he had been 
nipressed with the importance ag- 
iculture plays in being directly 
•onnectcd to the posterity of Dixon. 
Dixon, he said, is directly interest- 
•d in the prosperity of agriculture 
ind the Illinois Central railway is 
ikewise interested in agriculture.

Tells Railroad's Endeavors 


He then referred to the estab-

"In agriculture, we have many 


ne-crop sections which are rapid- 
/ depleting- their soil fertility with 
he result that agricultural yields 
re being reduced and counties ap- 
roaching decadence. Such reduc- 
ton in yields are followed by a 
eduction in income and a lower- 
ig of the standard of living, not 
nly of the individual farmer, but 
he entire community as well. It 
s our job to correct these condi-

our railroad by the improvement 
of the soil, adoption of livestock 
and diversification." 


Farlow then cited numerous in- 


stance* m the southern states 
where the program outlined by the 
railroad's agricultural department 
has proven highly beneficial to the 
farmers and thfi communities in 
which they live. 


"Our interest in .-.griculture," he 


added, "is the same as that of the 
business man in the territory where 
that prosperous condition prevails." 


60 Per Cent Depletion 


He called attention to the de- 


velopment of the soybean growing 
in Illinois and the depletion of soil 
in this state. 
Crediting Illinois 


with holding a high point in its 
contributions toward the feeding 
of the world, the speaker stated 
that of each 100 per cent of fer- 
tility which has been taken from 
the soil, only 40 per cent has been 
returned, resulting- in a 60 per- 
cent losa which has been expe- 
rienced under the present agricul- 
tural processes. 


"No country in the entire world 


has depleted its soil ae greatly as 
has been experienced in the Unit- 
ed States," he said, and added, "a 
bank account is only as good as 
the deposits made, but this is not 
so with agriculture today. 
The 


robbing of the soil has materially 
depleted the original weath of the 
farm lands which can only be re- 
gained .by diversification of farm- 
ing crops and the raising of live- 
stock. 


Illinois, he said, had risen from 


seventh to first place m the Unit- 
ed States in the raising of soy- 
beans. During the late war when 
fata were the most needed in this 
nation's entire history, 
Illinois 


maintained that high standard of 
soybean production which mate- 
rially relieved this shortage of es- 
sential war time material. 
He 


concluded his interesting talk with 
the statement that the great prob- 
lem today and one which will face 
the next two generations, is the 
rebuilding of the fertility of the 
soil on the farms which have be- 
come depleted throughout the en- 
tire agricultural area of the United 
States.
